Cites Lack of Competitive 
Bidding in Deals for Sup- 
plies, Made Without His 
Approval. |

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 6.— 


Charges of irregularities in the 
purchase of supplies for the State 
penitentiary have been made to 
Gov. Baker and_to the State Prison 
Board. by State Senator Larry 
Brunk of Aurora, who, on May 19, 


was appginted by Gov. Baker as 
purchasing agent for the board. 
In two letters whita Ttenator 


Brunk sent to the Prison’ Board, 
with copies forwarded to the Gov- 
ernor, the Senator reviews pur- 
chases made for the prison in 
which he did not participate, and 
says: “In conclusion I must rec- 
ommend that your board eliminate 
from future consideration al] firms 
that have shown an inclination to 
graft the State by overcharging for 
supplies purchased from them.” 

Senator Brunk cited the pur- 
chase of supplies from the Armour 
Packing Co. for the quarter ending 
June 15. Of $28:000 of supplie; 
purchased, $22,000 were bought 
without competitive bids. 

Senator Brunk, in one of his 
letters, wrote: 

“In addition to  giaring over- 
charges, I am certain that your 
board is aware of the statute ro 
hibiting purchises in such quanti- 
ties without receiving competitive 
bids for them.” 

Dr. Cortez B. Enloe, who is re- 
garded by Republican politicians 
as the “Col. House” of the Baker 
administration, is the head of the 
State Penal Board, being Director 
of Penal Institutions.

This sudden development in the 
State Health Board's effort to re- 
voke the charter of the Kansas 
City College of Medicine and Sur- 
gery, which resulted last week in 
Dr. R. B. Horton's admission that 
he accepted $1445 Grom three med- 
ical graduates twho say they took 
the State examination, came last 
night when the president and sec- 
retary of the State Health Board 
called om the Governor and told 
him they would resign if Dr. Enloe 
was not removed. 

Dr. Emmett P. North, president, 
and Dr. James Stewart, secretary 
of the board. arrived here from &t. 
Louis at 10:30 last night, having 
informed Gov. Baker that they 
were coming. They had previously 
conferred, in St. Louls, with the 
executive council of the Missouri 
State Medical Association, of which 
Dr. North ta president. The execu- 
tive council voted to demand the 
removal of Dr. Enloe from the 
board. Gov. Baker wae waiting for 
the callers, sitting in a swing on 
the lawn of the executive mansion. 

Demand on Governor. 

They at once presented their de- 
mand for Enloe's withdrawal from 
the board, the alternative being 
their own resignations. Dr. Stewar:

BODY OF GARDENER 


FOUND IN SHALLOW 
GRAVE IN COUNTY 


Edward Kohloff, 85, Slain 
in Belief He Had Miser’s 
Hoard in His Shack, Au- 
thorities Believe. 


St. Louis County authorities in- 
vestigating the murder of Edward

A 
blanket, sacks and straw covered 
the body, which was decomposed. 
The skull had been fractured. The 
body had been buried about a 
week.
